And What Have You

A week or two ago we mention­ 
ed in this column the need for a sum­ 
mer recreation program for Hamlin. 
Since that time we have been asked 
what such a program would include 
and have found that they usually in­ 
clude whatever you have facilities or 
instructors for. 


In checking we found that the 
Anson program, which is under the 
supervision of Coach George Hop­ 
per, includes swimming, cheerlead­ 
ing, twirling, track and field events, 
tennis, weight training, volleyball, 
basketball, a charm course and read­ 
ing. 
In Stamford, wh e r e Coach 
Charlie Smith is in charge of the 
program, they will have tennis, track 
and field, basketball, softball, box­ 
ing and swimming. The Stamford 
program started June I and will con­ 
tinue through July 24. 


It would be a great thing if ei­ 
ther the city or the school system 
could take on a project such as this 
but this doesn't seem to be the year 
for either one of them to add to their 
budgets. The school will have a hard 
time meeting the expense of the 
teacher pay raises set up by the state 
and the city is still trying to get over 
the cost of the new garbage program 
and must buy a new fire truck in the 
near future. 
While we would much prefer 
that a tax supported organization op- 
e r a t e a recreation program that 
would be designed for all of the youth 
of the community we can see that at 
the present time this is not likely. 


What we would like to see un­ 
der the circumstances would be for 
the Lions Club to sponsor such a pro­ 
gram. While the Jaycees have abet­ 
ter record of getting things done on 
a scale such as this we suspect that 
right now they may have more pro­ 
jects than they can take care of. 


The Lions have enough mem­ 
bers and should have enough interest 
in the youth of the community to take 
a project such as this and make it go. 


We would like to seethe sum­ 
mer baseball program come under 
the same supervision as the rest of 
the summer program. We suspect 
that this would help both programs 
and at the same time the money now 
being collected would go a long way 
on a more general program for ev­ 
eryone. 
We do not have much hope of 
getting a program such as this off 
the ground this year but believe if 
we are to ever have a summer pro­ 
gram the work should start now. 


It just kinda chaps us to think 
that both Stamford and Anson Cando 
something for their young people be­ 
sides just a baseball program and we 
can't.

During this first non-stop 
A-37 flight to Howard, the 
first aerial refueling of A-37s 
during an operation mission 
was accomplished. The five 
factory-fresh 
fighters were 
refueled by KC-97 
Strato- 
frig h te rs during the six-hour 
flight. 
The captain and his wing­ 


men delivered the aircraft to 
the U. S. Air Forces South­ 
ern Command which protects 
the Panama Canal Zone and 
southern approaches to the 
continental United States. 
The ferry flight climaxed 
two months of testing the 
new aerial refueling system 
which enables small jet fight- 
er-aircraft to fly long dis­ 
tances non-stop. 
The tests were conducted 
at Elgin by Captain Drum ­ 
mond’s unit which is capable 
of flying special A-37 missions 
anywhere in the world. He is

Mower Tips 


Don't let that power mower 
become a liability this summer, 
home owners were cautioned to­ 
day. 
The Insurance Information 
Institute noted that many in­ 
juries are recorded each year 
because of careless operating 
errors that can and should be 
avoided — cleaning or lifting 
the machine while it is running, 
walking backwards while pull­ 
ing the mower, or for some 
reason touching the blade be­ 
fore it is stopped. 
"Such incidents are easy to 
prevent, just bv being careful," 
the Institu te observed. "But for 
your own safety and for the 
safety of others, there is another 
factor to be kept in mind — 
that the lawn should be raked 
free of stones and debris before 
you start.” 
Noting that a stone or branch 
thrown by a power mower can 
injure another person or even 
damage his property, the Insti­ 
tute pointed out that within 
limits any financial obligations 
which might accrue are covered 
under the homeowners insur­ 
ance policy. 
Homeowners or 
tenants who do not have such 
a policy were advised to check 
with their insurance agent or 
broker about obtaining cov­ 
erage in some other form.

compulsory vaccination was held 
constitutional long ago because 
the disease may endanger not 
only the person himself but also 
others in the community. 
But in the case of motorcycle 
helmets, the primary purpose is 
not ti* protect somebody else but 
to protect the motorcyclist from 
his own negligence. That is. the 
government is trying to protect 
him from himself. 
So far. a few courts have held 
the helmet requirement to he un­ 
constitutional. on the theory that 
the individual should he "master 
of his fate and captain of his 
soul." As one opponent put it. 
if the government can go this far. 
it could just as logically require 
everybody to he in bed by IO p.m. 
On the other hand, a majority 
of courts have held these laws 
valid. They argue that there is 
at least some benefit to others, 
because a helmetless rider, if 
struck by bugs or flying pebbles. 
mn> lose control of his motor­ 
cycle and cause a collision. 
Besides, they add. some safe­ 
guarding of the individual is justi­ 
fied. because if he is injured, he 
(or his family) may become a 
public burden. 
‘it is to the interest of the 
state.” said one court, “to have 
strong, robust, healthy citizens.” 
Of course, not all motorcyclists 
are concerned about the fine 
points of constitutional law. How­ 
ever, they all might take note of 
a harsh statistical fact: the vast 
majority of motorcycle deaths 
are the result of injuries to the 
head.
